COLORADO'S NEW SENATOR 


Hon. Thomas M. Bowen, just elect- 
ed U. S. Senator from Colorado, is de- 
scribed as a brilliant, true, generous 
and most enterprising man. He is 
from Arkansas, that is, be went to 
Arkansas after the war; was engaged 
jin railroading there; at one time had 
accumulated a large fortune, but lost 
it, when he obtained a Judgesbip in 
Colorado. He wason the bench when 
the railroad war between the Denver 
& Rio Grande and another company 
about culminated in a civil war. It 
is said that in that emergency he man- 
ifested splendid abilities and magnifi- 
cent pluck. He bonded a mine in 
Rio Grande county, raised the money 
to pay for it and to work it, and still 
held the controlling interest. Front 
this mine it is said he has cleared 
$1,000,000, and it is\still bringing him 
in an income of $30,000 per month. 
The story goes that ex-Governor Pit- 
kin promised Bowen the appointment 
to Gill the unexpired term of Teller 
when that gentleman was named as 
Secretary of the Interior, but that 
later he went back on bis promise, and 
that it was for that bad faith on Pit- 
kin's part that Bowen has been meas. 
uring swords with him in the contest 
just closed. The sentiment is univer- 
sal that he will make a most energetic 
and capable Senator. There is no 
doubt that he is one of the most 
adroit and sagacious managers in Col- 
orado. From all accounts he is one 
of the truest of men to his friends and 
his obligations, and he is willing 
to take more pains to serve anyone 
who needs good service than any of 
his competitors. These qualities ought 
to make him a most valuable acquisi- 
tion to the Senate of the United States.

Hallelujah Cox’s Attempt to Swin- 
die a Blind Veteran. 


WASHIEGTON, Jan. 29. 

Dr. Cox, Pension Agent at San 
Francisco, will be removed. Com- 
missioner of Pensions Dudley says: 
“Tam waiting to hear from Special 
Agent Morgan that he has got Hill’s 
money in his possession. When that 
is accomplished I will remove Cox 
immediately.” Senator Miller has 
sent all the papers he has received 
from Zabriski and Dr. Cox to Com- 
missioner Dudley, who says he is sat- 
isfied a deliberate attempt was made 
by Cox to detraud Hill. Miller wrote 
to Cox, asking him to see that nobody 
defrauded Hill or swindled him out 
of his funds. Of the $2,600 given 
Aitken $1,200 has been returned. 
Dudley says the reason why Morgan 
would not consent that Hill should 
sign a receipt for the $5,000 Cox re- 
turned, was that the Government did 
not want any receipt signed that could 
be regarded us a legal exoneration of 
Cox. 


Change in the Railroad Bill. 
WasHINGTON, Jan. 29. 
The following provision of the 
House railroad bill was stricken out: 
“That for the better accomplishment 
of the objects of acts authorizing the 
construction of railroads herein re- 
ferred to, and better to secure the gov- 
ernment use and benefit of the same, 
all acts authorizing the building and 
construction of those railroads which 
received in addition to land grants 
government aid by loan or guaranteed 
bonds of the United States, and all 
other acts and provisions having rela- 
tion thereto, are so altered, amended 
and modified that the compensation 
had or allowed for transportation of 
property or troops of the United States 
by such railroad companies or their 
assigns or successors shall not exceed 
50 per cent. of the amount paid by 
private parties for the same kiod of 
service.” 
The President and an Extra Ses- 
sion of Congress. 
WasuHrneton, Jan. 29. 
It was reported again at the Capitol 
to-day that the President had said he 
would call an extra session of Congress 
if the present Congress failed to pass 
a tariff bill. The assertion was made 
upon the authority of a Democratic 


Senator, who is known to enjoy in- 
timate personal relations with the 
President. Notwithstanding the ap- 

rent authority of the repor:, it i- 

lieved there must be some error 
about it. The President keeps bis 
own counsel, and while he is desirous 
that Congress should not adjourn 
without passing a tariff bill, it is said 
he has not told anybody his plans for 
the future. It is doubted if be has 
seated in his own mind the best policy 
to adopt, a month hence, 


Naval Promotions—-How They are 
Made. 
WasHINeTON, Jan. 29. 

One of the higher officers in the 
navy was asked why it was that two 
Captains should be assigned to duty 
as heads of bureaus, with temporary 
rank of Commodore when there were 
25 Oommodores. Said he: The rea- 
son is, one of the Captains is a son-in- 
law of one Senator and brother-in-law 
of another, and the other Captain is a 
great friend of a son of the Secretary 
of the Navy, who sailed with him 
once and became much attached to 
him. Twenty-five Commodores and 
45 Captains were jumped in order to 
assign Captain Sicard to a position at 
the head of a bureau. 


Gilbert Learns the Sad Fate of 
His Wife. 


5 MILWAaAUkEE, Jan. 30. 

John Gilbert, the actor, who es- 
caped from the fire, has eufficiently 
recovered to be told to-day by phy- 
sicians of the terrible fate of his voung 
wife. He turned pale and sat immov- 
able as a statue for some time, then 
tears came to his eyes and his frame 
shook with emotion. He will leave 
Milwaukee this week to join the 
Palmer combination in Denver. His 
wife's remains will be taken to her 


father's home in New York. 
A New Treaty With Germrny. 
WaSHINGTON, Jan. 29. 
The substitute introduced in the 
House for the resolution proposing a 
formal termination of the existing 
treaty betweeen the United States and 
the North German Union, requests the 


President to take the steps 
towards the ation of a treaty 
with the German Empire for the pur- 
pose of securing more liberal and just 
provisions respecting the rights of 
citizens—native-born or naturalized—

Logan’s Army Bill. 
Wasuinoton, Jan. 29. 

Logan’s army bill provides that the 
number of enlisted men in the army, 
including cu engineer be of 520 
men, hospital stewards and 1,000 Iu- 
dian scouts, shall not exceed 30,000,

A Dissatisfied Red Man. 
Wasutneton, Jan. 30. 

Red Cloud, in an interview to-day 
with the Secretary of the Interior and 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
demanded the restoration of his horses 
or cash, The Commissioner remarked 
that the whole number cf horses taken 
from the Sioux up to date was 7,000, 
which were sold for $19,400, and that 
the War Department could not satis- 
factorily account for the proceeds of 
these sales. This fact, he added, 
ironically, was a strong argument ip 
favor of transferriog the Indians from 
the Interior to the War Department. 
Red Cloud then said: “I want a new 
agent. McGillycuddy is a bad man. 
He is quarrelsome and calls us bad 
names. He says we are old women, 
and he steals our supplies.” 


Sherman’s Sunday Dinner. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30. 

The good people of Washington do- 
vote a good part of their time to criti- 
cising General Sherman for giving a 
grand dinner to the Marquis of Lorne 
Sunday and areception in the eve- 
ning in his honor. The General says 
he was compelled to entertain tbe 
Governor-General of Canada Sunday 
or not all. Some of Sherman's ad- 
mirers who are backing him for 
the Presidency are atraid the Sunday 
dinner business will go against him as 
a Presidential candidate among re- 
ligious people. 
The Whisky Bond Relief Bill--Its 

Poor Prospects. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. 

The prospects for the passage of the 
whisky bond relief bill are very poor. 
The quantity of whisky that must be 
withdrawn, on which the tax must be 
paid under the present Jaw, before the 
6th of February, is 850,000 gallons, 
the tax amounting to over $725,000. 
If the bill should fail to become a law 
this session nearly 1,300,000 gallous 
must be withdrawn before the first of 
next December. The tax on this 
quantity will amouat to $11,000,000.

Wasn moro, Jan, 29. 

To-day, in the Supreme Court, Jus- 
tice Miller announced the decision 
(all Justices concurring) in the case of 
Charles Manning vs. Benjamin Hay- 
den, and reversed the decree of the 
Cireuit Court of the United States for 
the District of Oregon (Deady sitting 
as Circvit Judge).

Correct Account of the Attempted 
Rohbery —Tweo Bandits Killed. 


The following is condensed from the 
Aurora Herald, which publishes a 
letter from John Chiatovich, who 
store some bandits attempted to rob. 
Several blood-curdling accounts of the 
affair have been printed, but none of 
them ccrrect: The attempt to rob 
the store was made onfTuesday night, 
the 16th instant, by two men who had 
arrived at Silver Peak en the previous 
Sunday night. Soon after their ar- 
rival they visited the store, and were 
recognized by Anton, Chiatovich's 
clerk, as bad men.” They loafed 
about the place for some time that 
night, but no opportunity presented 
itself for them to carry out their de- 
signs, and they finally went to bed. 
Next evening the two men again vis- 
ited the store, thoroughly equipped, 
their horses standing near at hand, 
ready tor a hasty departure. Tuesday 
passed with no unusual occurrence. 
About 10 o’clock P. u. the clerk said 
he wished to go to bed, Whereupon 
Vidovich and Stevens withdrew, leav- 
ing the two strangers in the store with 
Anton and John Bonacich, After 
Vidovich and Stevens had retired the 
strangers began to ask the prices of 
various articles. They finally called 
for a bottle of black pepper, which 
stood on the topmost sheif. To ob- 
tain it the clerk was obliged to get 
upon the counter, and while he was 
reaching for the article the two rob- 
bers drew their revolvers, one cover- 
ing Anton and the other Bonacich. 
“Hands up!” was the order. Bona- 
eich did not obey, but ran out of the 
store and halloed. He was followed 
out by the robber, who commanded 
him to return inside and keep his 
mouth shut. This he refused to do, 
and a iussie ensued, Bonacich finally 
making his escape; the robber returned 
to the store; no shots were fired. 
Jerome Vidovich, whose residence is 
opposite the store, rushed over to see 
what was the matter. As be opened 
the store door and poked bis head in, 
the two robbers turned their attention 
to him, whereupon the clerk, left to 
himself, grabbed a rifle that stood 
near and brought it to bear upon the 
robbers.
